Origin of the Bayonet, th» T«l»*oopa rad 


tlw Art of Zlthogmnbljig. ., 


The bayonet is said to have derived 


its naine'from the fact that it Was first 
made at Bayonne, and its origin illus- 
trates the proverb, "Necessity is the 
inotEisjf gf 'in^efftibn."' A Bnsiiue regi- 
ment'vvas hard pressed by ttie; enemy 
on a mountain ridge near Bayonne. 
On,e of the soldiers suggested that,'as 
their ammunition was exhausted, they 
shjotild- fix their long; kmVes' into the 
barrels of their ihiiskets. The sugges- 
tion'was acted upon. The first bayonet 
charge was made, and the victory of 
the Basques led to th6 manufacture of 
the Weapon'at Bayonne and its adppt- 
ionjintb'the'armies of Europe. Hot un- 
frequently an invention has been sug- 
gested by some i trivial event, which 
•would have passed unnoticed had not a 
m&irwlth'eyes and'braihs seen it. 


Argantl,1 :a:: poor S\yiss, invented a 


lamp'tvltha wick fitted into a hollow 
cylinder,.,.up which a current of air 
was allowed to pass, thus giving »'sup- 
ply ol bxygen to the'interior' as;well 
as to the exterior of the circular flajneJ 
At first Argand used, the lamp without 
a ;glas3 chimney: rOne'-day- He Was 
busy in his wofkrobm., and sitting, be- 
fore the- burning lamp.1

ing a'bottomless oil fla^h over different 
articles.

It helped 
Senefelder to invent lithography. He 
was a sort of Jack-of-all-trades~a wri- 
ter of verses and comedies, an actor, a 
fiddler, a painter, an engraver and a 
printer. He worked at etching on cop- 
per, but the coppersmith refused to lot 
him have any more plates unless he 
paid cash for them. Ho then tried to 
utilize the old plates by rubbing off the 
etchings with a soft lime-stone.'At last 
tho 'copper became useless through 
many rubbings, and he tried etching on 
the stone, a plan that did not work very 
well. One day, while he was polishing' 
off a stone which he intended to etch, 
his mother asked him to write out a list 
of the linen which the washerwoman 
was waiting to carry off.

slip of paper or a drop of ink, he wrote 
the list on the stone, with printing ink 
prepared from -wax, soap, and lamp- 
Mack, intending to-copy it athis leisure.

Bruce's Signaling Balloon. 


Mr. Eric Bruce, .who has worked out 


the idea of -signaling at night by a 
captive balloon, lighted inside by elec- 
tric incandescent: lamps,' has just com- 
pleted one for the Belgian Government. 
The sighaling'is effected by cutting off 
and-letting on the'current feeding the 
the lamps by .means of .a key like that 
used in telegraphy'. Mr. -Bruce'a latest 
balloon is fifteen, feet'in diameter, and 
2,000 cubic feet in capacity. It is 
made of varnished cambric, and is trans- 
lucent. Six Edison and Swaalamps, 
of eight to ten candle power, are 
mounted inside; and the current is sup- 
plied by an E. P. S..accumulator, of 
twenty-five cells of the 11 S type, 
in1 teak boxes./Teak is a wood of 
special value in electrical work, owing 
to its high resistance as well as durabil- 
ity. It has; long: been used for tele- 
graphic apparatus intended for hot 
countries where' destructive insects 
abdUttd." The current is.'taken to the' 
balloon by a flexible conductor. Mr. 
Bruce has also contrived a projector 
with lamps outside the balloon, for use 
m .thick weather, in order to project 
the signals further. While upon this 
subject; we may mention that a captive 
ballobn has been devised, fitted with a 
kite arrangement, which' it is claimed 
gives-greater steadiness and buoyancy 
to the balloon.—Engineerings

Closing Hours of the General 


Assembly of the Knight* 


of tabor. 


Three Days' Business Crowded Into a 


Single Session of Nine Hours 


Without Eecess. 


The Assembly, on the Whole, Regarded 


ae a Victory for the Adminis- 


tration Party. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Oct. 20.—Three 


day*' work was crowded into one by the 
General Assembly of the Knights of La- 
tor yesterday, and every body was tired 
when, at the end of a continuous session 
of nine hours, the gavel fell and the con- 
vention declared at an end. The adjourn- 
ment was effected too lata to enable the 
bulk, of the delegates to catch the evening 
trains, but by noon to-day onlv Mr. Pow- 
derly and two or three of his associate* 
In the management of the order will be 
left in the city. 


The administration party is, on the 


whole, well satisfied with what ha* been 
accomplished, although considerable re- 
gret is expressed that it was not strong 
enough to bounce the discordant element 
in the executive board and confer auto- 
cratic power* upon the general master 
workman. The antls, on the other hand, 
while deriving some consolation from this 
particular victory, are brim full of dis- 
satisfaction with the general outcome of 
the gathering, and unsparing in their 
criticisms of the treatment which they 
recelted at its hand s. 


Had it not been for the rigid enforce- 


ment of the three minute speech rnle, and 
the fact that no recess for dinner was per- 
mitted, the convention might have con- 
tinued in session for an indefinite period, 
BO numerous and important were the ques- 
tions submitted. 


First there was a proposition from the 


committee on law to relieve the general 
executive board of all authority in con- 
nection with strikes, unless called upon to 
interfere by the district or National as- 
sembly involved, The adoption of this 
was urged on the ground that the manage- 
ment of disputes had proven too heavy a 
task for the board, and that it might bet- 
ter be left with the executive boards of 
the district. The motion was carried. 


Then there was a brief debate upon a 


resolution prohibiting the carrying of any 
other but Btate and National colors in 
Knight of Labor parades. This was op- 
posed by some of the Chicago, New York 
and Detroit delegates; but on a call of the 
roll it was adopted by a vote of 112 to 29. 


Powderly's celebrated deliverance on 


the temperance question came up on a 
proposition to strike out that portion of 
the constitution relating to the sale of in- 
toxicatmg liquors at social gatherings 
given under the auspices of the order; but 
the advocates of temperance had things 
their own way, and the clause was allowed 
to stand by a vote of 104 to 49. 


The committee on grievances and ap- 


peals reported that In consequence of the 
volume of testimony it had been unable 
to reach a conclusion on the application 
for reinstatement from District Assembly 
No. 188, of New York, and recommended 
that the question be submitted to arbitra- 
tion. The convention decided, however, 
that when the assembly was ready to com- 
ply with the laws of the order, it could 
be restored to good standing by the ex- 
ecutive board, thus leaving the matter 
•where it stood at the close ef the Rich- 
mond assembly. 


The reccommendation of the general 


master workman that the resolution 
passed at Richmond compelmg all cigar 
makers belonging to the Knights of Labor 
and the International Association, to 
leave one or the other, be declared uncon- 
stitutional, as straddled by the adoption 
of a resolution that all cigar makers 
who considered themselves expeled by 
the action in question, might, should 
they desire It, be reinstated without fee. 


A recommendation from the committee 


of laws, that hereafter contributions from 
the local1) to the co-operative fund should 
be optional instead of compulsory, having 
been approved, the convention sat down 
ou a scheme to create a general court with 
salaried members, as well as upon a num- 
ber of minor projects. 


The general executive board was in- 


structed to issue no charters to Chinese 
assemblies ou the ground that any other 
course would be detrimental to the inter- 
ests of the order in the West. In re- 
sponse to the request of District Assembly 
No. 208, of England, the general master 
workman was empowered to appoint a 
man from the order in that county to take 
charge of affairs. 


A motion to permit locals to propose, 


elect and initiated candidates for mem- 
bership on the same evening was defeat 
ed, the assembly holding that at least one 
week should elapse between the election 
and initiation. 


A report sustaining the administration 


of Gensral Secretary L itchman having 
been adopted, the committee on finance 
called attention to the fact that $400,000 
had been spent during the past year, and 
recommended that the strictest economy 
should bo exercised by the general board. 
Incidentally the accounts of some of the 
officers that had been called in question 
were indorsed. 


The general officers were authorized 


to reimburse District Assembly No. 49, of 
New York, for the costs to be incurred in 
defending the members of the order who 
are under indictment in connection with 
the strike of the employes of the Old Do - 
minion Steamship Company. 


The time of tho meeting of the general 


assembly was changed to the Tuesday 
following the second Monday in Novem 
bey; and Indianapolis was chosen i.s the 
place for the next meeting.

Pittsburgh the Scene ol Another 


Frightful and Death-Dealing 


Accident. 


Sixty Thousand Dollars Damage Done 


With a Long List of Dead 


and Injured. 


PITTSBURGH, Fa., Oct. 20.—The first seri 


ous natural gas explosion in this city In 
two years occurred a few minutes after 
ten o'clock yesterday morning in the 
Hotel Albermarle and Bijou Theater block 
on Sixth avenue. 
The explosion was at 


tended with frightful injuries to a numbe 
of people, and great destruction to some 
of the finest property in the city. 
Fo 


several davs past [workmen employed by 
the People's Gag Company have been en 
Raged in repairing the pipes running intc 
the theater and hotel. The odor of escaping 
gas was noticed early this morning, bu' 
for some reason, not yet explained, noth 
ing was done to have the gas turned off 
About quarter past ten o'clock there were 
three terrific explosions simultaneously 
in the cellars of D. T. Reed, optician 
Hotel Albermarle and the Bijou Theater 
The concussion shook buildings for severs 
squares and broke every plate-glass win 
dow in the 
block. 
Almost instantl; 


flames shot up from various parts of thi 
block, but before they gained much head 
way they were controled by the prompt 
work of the fire department. 


A crowd quickly gathered to view the 


rains. The Hotel Albermarle, the Bijou 
Theater entrance and the shops whicl 
fronted on Sixth street between the note 
entrance and Library Hall, all were terri 
bly shattered. An investigation showet 
that eight persons had been seriously hurt 
two of them fatally, and at least as man;
